LONDON, Wednesday, March 6.—The 
paralysis of industry due to the coal 
strike is increasing rapidly, Five hun- 
dred thousand workers besides the mi- 
ners aré now affected. ; 

It is significant that trades unions 


growing alarmed at the drain on their 
resources due to: the unemployment 
caused by the coal. strike, The offi- 
cials of the iron and steel, engineering, 
railway, and other unions are appre- 
hensive of the effects of a prolonged 
strike. One of them said yesterday: 

“The strike is all very well for the 
miners. They stand to get something 
out of it, but: we shall veryquickly be 
bled white and rendered unable.to car- 
ry on our routine duties,” ~~ 

The Executive Committee of one of 
the large unions: has already had to 
shelve a campaign in favor of an eight- 
hour day for which fill’ preparations 
had béen made. Thousands of railway 
men who joined one or other of the rail- 
Way unions last August on the occasion 
of the railway strike, have just coni- 
pleted. the six months’ waiting .period 
which has to elapse before they are en- 
titled to out-of-work benefit. 

It means their total contribution to 
the funds of the union aniounts to 10 
or 11 shillings ($2.50 or $2.75.) They 
all received this amount as a strike 
benefit.in August last before they paid 
@ penny, and now thousands of them 
will become entitled next wéek to 15 
shillings a week as out-of-work pay.- 

These societies; owing.to the low nor- 
mal percentage of men unemployed, as 
@ result-of strikes in the railway serv- 
ice, pay. 50. per. cent.. more for. unem- 
ployed pay’ than for strike pay.. It is 
estimated that their loss will. amount 
to $100,000 .2 week, which is much 
heavier than the cost of the national 
railway strike of last year. 

British ¢teel smelters, mill men, .and 
tin plate workers of the Amalgamated 
Association are already. suffering se- 
verely-- ‘They cater for an industry in 
which coal is the chief raw material, 

and many iron and steel foundries have 
been closed for a month Owing to the 
high price of coal. ;

DECLINE OF THE ANANIAS CLUB. 

The Ananias ‘Club, it seems, ¢ither 
has lost, of is losing, its prestige, . The 
time came when the Hst of members 
grew so large that it lacked the home- 
like aspect, the family thtimacy, which 
belong to a prosperous club, while the 
distinction that. was formerly attached 
to membership perceptibly diminished. 
But this was not the worst of it.. The 
fact was suddenly impressed on the 
public mina that most if mot all the 
membérs were actually ineligible. They 
had got in under false pretense, which 
not. to be tolerated in an. Ananias 
Club. “It has been discovered that-men 
(and women, too, if we ate not mis- 
taken) have based their claim to mem- 
bership mérély on their tendency to 
change their mind frequently. So that 
the- onee révered institution is ina. 
state of disorganization Which threat- 
éhs dissolution, and there are rumors 
of a receivership. 

For when, not “ misunderstanditigs,” 
but “deliberate inventions,”’ must be 
the. basis of utterances which qualify 
one for membership, it must be admit+ 
ted that even the late Baron. Murti- 
chausen might not successfully defend 
his right to admission to an Ananias 
Club. The Baron’s capacity for absorb- 
ing misinformation and _ misunder- 
standing facts was enormous.. And as 
for changing one’s mind, the now ac- 
cepted theory is that only the dullards 
stick for jong to qgny one line of action 
based on principle or opinion. A man 
may insist that black is white one day, 
deny that. he said.so the next, and an- 
nouncée t.uat the sliade in’ dispute is 
green the day after, while squaring 
himself thoroughly with the miultitude 
of his admirers, and completely easing 
his own conscience, with the explana- 
tion that he has changed his mind. 

Wherefore the doom of the Ananias 
jee is probably sealed: Mutability ts, 
after all, the first law of nature. .It 
was an illustrious company .in its time; 
but as an organization it was founded 
oh.a mistaken idea. Perhaps some of 
the retiring members may find some 
other means to band “themselves to- 
gether for mutual comfort-and personal 
distinction. But away with Ananias! 
He did not understand the true prin- 
ciples of modern statesmanship, while 
his associates-were milksops, who were 
incapable of subtleties of thought, and 
clung too persistently to a few. ancient 
and outworn ideas. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA’S REPORT. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad ceased, to 
be a Philadelphia institution when it 
completed its New York terminal, 
whose financing is finished, and forts 
one of the most interesting passages of 
the anhual report just published. Its 
total cost is put at $84,861,420, and itis 
Carried on thé books. at $67,461,419. 
Hitherto the entry has: béen to “in- 
vestments,"” and it is now shifted to 
‘“geourities,” with the shrinkage indi- 
cated. To the extent that credit is not 
taken for money ‘expended there dis- 
appears -that much nominal capital 
upon which rates cannot be based. It 
is betterment out of earnings accord- 
ing to highest American practice, and 
contiasts with charging everything 
capable of being called betterment to 
t! capital ‘account, in the British manner. 
‘This is a sore point of contention be- 
tween the railways and the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, and is under 
litigation by one railway, and has been 
protested -by the Peanayivania Rail- 
2m 
The object of the Commission acems 
to be to, enlarge the earnings as much 
as poitaible by limiting charges against 
them.

Ane 
other reward—a sort of reversed. divi- 
dend—was the attempt to deprive this 
terminal of the subway communica- 
tions ‘needed to make it.a convenience 
to travelers; a policy that would have 
crippled “a city utility. . Happily this 
blunder is in the way. of being reme-, 
died, although there are those whose 
mistaken views of publié policy still in- 
spire their opposition. / 

While these aré the portions of the. 
report locally most. interesting, there 
are many passages of broader impor- 
tance. » There are other railways whose 
loss of gross earnings is larger, but 
there are few which are capable of off- 


auetion of cost. In many cases the 
economies afé ut the expense of the 
condition of the property, and in all 
cases these economies are contributory 
to the slowness of trade which is s0 
marked at present. The aggregate of 
these respective items. for the entire 
country is impressive. According to 
The Financial Chronicle, in 1911 gross 
earnings decreased for all’railways by 
$30,024,816, and the net by $24,888,388. 
Gross .never decreased .more except 
after 1907,. and net fever decreased 
more except aftér 1898 and.1907, The 
proportion of the loss in net to.the loss 
in gross Was equaled only in 1898. 








PREJUDICIAL TO WEST POINTERS. 

With all the Wést Pointers in the 
army, Congress has. contracted that 
their years’ of pervicé at the Military 
Academy shall be counted- in regulat- 
ing their pay, and in reckoning. the 
time of theff retirement. Is this -con- 
tract to be repudiated?» A provision of 
thé Army Appropriation. bill, now in 
the Senate, repudiates it. 
Army officérs who .are not West 
Pointers are authors of this dog-in-the- 
manger policy. They contend that they 
are discriminated against, and . that 
cadet service is not army service. But 
the Supreme Court has decided that 
the four years of severe mental and 
physical ‘training at West Point are 
years of army service. Immediately 
upon entrance the cadets take the oath 
of service, they are subject to trials by 
courts-martial, they /come* under the 
aftmy laws and orders, and must take 
the field in case Of reed.

Denles Formally That Books Wanted 
by Government Were Destroyed 
Intentionally. 


The United States Steel Corporation and 
other defendants made plibiie yesterday 
an answer to the Federal Government's 
petition for a. permanent’ injunction to 
prevent the destruction of books and pa- 
pers which might be used as evidence in 
the . investigation of the affairs ‘of the 
Steel Corporation. 

The answer denies that papers of the 
American: Steel and Wire Company which 
were destroyed last Fall would have 
shown that A. Farrell, now President 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
aided ‘or “abetted in the operation. of the 
wire pool. for which many officers of the 
Wire Trust were fined, disclaims any at- 
tempt to conceal or suppress from the 
Government any papers or documents 
bearing upon the conduct of the steel 
business, and declares absolutely “without 
ground the “ imputation’ to the effect 
that any of the defen§arts are about to 
destroy-or are likely t6 destroy pertinent 
papers, or that an injunction is necessary 
or their preservation.

Would Probably Be Forced to | 
Meet the Added: Tax. 





The tentative suggestion whieh ema- 
nated by way of the City Clib on. Mon- 
day-night from the Mayor's Commission 
on New Sources. of City Revertue that 
New York levy a new and highly special- 
ize®“‘ businéss occupaticy’”’ tax, was re- 
ceived coldly yesterday, . particularly 
among those businefs men‘whom it would 
most acutely affect. The opinion was 


emphatically ,expressed 4n many quarters 
nat gd wasn't\ fair and that ix wcacie 


tre group of citizens, headed by. Edgar 
Levey, who. went out to hunt up new 
ways ‘and means by which the city might 
raise the funds to carry.out its enormous 
undertakings,. lo th no little favort 
on a plan of levying a special tax on 
hotels, eetherensta, theatres, department 
stores, retail ‘liquor.and cigar stores, as 
well as jewelry establishments, automo- 
‘bile salesrooms, and art. stores. 

“Thé. trouble with a general b business 
occupancy tax is that it will- drive most 
businesses away from the city,” explained 
Mr. Levey on’ Monday: night when the 
commission broached the iqgea before the 
City Ciub. ‘‘We decided, therefore, to 
tax only such businésses as depended on 
the City environment for their - profit. 
We think it would be wise to levy an ad- 
ditional tax on such businesses for two 
reasons: First, because they can't be 
driven: away, and, second, because they 
ought, in. justice, to share these profits 
with the city to ch they owe-them.” 

Mr. Levey wound up with the announce- 
ment that-the commission had practical- 
ly decided to recommend :such a tax to 
Mayor .Gaynor, -so that the account in 
yesterday's. newspapers was read with 
more agitation than would have been ac- 
corded the suggestion of some taxation 
theorist. 

“One man, .who is neither a hotel PIOeRY 
etor nor a theatrical manager, nor yet a 
seller of cigars, but merely a/citizen who 
has devoted much of his time to a con- 
sideration of the vexi roblems of tax- 
ation, gave it as,hia opinion that the plan 
would not work. He Spinted out that the 
interests affected would set up a_ howl, 
a howl with money back of it, and highly 
competent legal advice directing its vibra- 
tions. There would be cries of unjust dis- 
sa gm and. class legislation and 
what-not. 

But even if. the. city authorities were 
able to override these objections, he was 
much. inclined to question. whether it 
would “be worth the trouble; whether the 
whole ‘idea was worth while. If the special 
tax were to'be levied at a low rate the 
gross returns,to the city would not, ma- 
tertally ‘inerease the revenues, 

If, on the other hand, a substantial tax 
Were put upon these special businesses, 
he. feared it would have a.serious effect 
on. the regular..retyrns from the .land 
values. The owner? say, of a piece of 
choice land occupied. by a big and -busy 
hotel might protest itp assessed valuation 
on the ground that he couldn’t get the 
rent which he once got from his ‘tenant 
before the days of the special’ hotel tax.
